inter. sts,  respect  for  tho  constitution  -nd  tho  lnv/e  r.nd  ndhorenoe  t.  uornl 
courn  e  -.nd  sense  of  ->ublio  duty.  It  instructs  us  thnt  the  sup  or t  r.nd  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Iuperinl  Tlironc  is  by  the  practice  of  thes 
virtues  and  is  tho  true  v/ny  nnd  duty  of  the  subjeots  of  Japan.  Since  tho 

23rd  year  of  hoiji  (Tni  1090)  tho  text  books  on  morals  in  tho  primary  sohool 
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v/oro  devotod  to  instructions  on  those  virtv.a  •  nd  ropcntodly  g ivon  in  or.oh 
gr  do  (Hoforonoe  Jo,  2).  Hot.cvor,  the  pod.gogy  of  Herbert,  vhloh  tir.a  populrr 
in  the  Jr.pr.nc8';  cduor.tionr.l  vorld  r.t  thr.t  tino,  put  emph-.ais  on  "int  rest" 
p.nd  advocated  r.  nothod  v/hcro  inter asts  vero  hold  tho  most  importr.nt  so  thr.t 
bio^r  .phica  ef  cxorplrry  porsor.pc  a  rorc  to  b  solcoto'.  '.a  tho  c-.in  torching 
nr.torir.l.  Accordingly  it  consider  id  tho  Y’ovu  •  -\y  of  ii.pcrsonr.l  disouuraoa  o 
virtues  unoduo~.tlon.nl .  At  th  t  tine  r.n  opinion  for  tho  national i snt ion  of 
priiir.ry  school  to;:t  boohs  arose  Jn  both  tho  Uypor  r.nd  Lav/or  Houses.  A  bill 
for  the  purpose  was  pros  .nt  d  several  ti/>os  and  v/r.s  pr.ascd.  Tho  eduor.tion 
iinistry  thereupon  established  r.  ootrdssion  and  a  :  t  about  in  tho  33rd  year  oi 
Jfaiji  (Tn*  1900)  the  ooupilntion  of  r.orr.ls  text  boohs  for  prin-.ry  school  use 
r.nd  upon  conpl  ;tion  of  tho  work  in  tho  57th  year  of  i.oiji  (Tns  1904)  had 
then  put  to  use  throughout  the  oountry.

In  the 

71st  yo-r  of  ciji  (1900)  tho  gv/onricnt  established  an  Invostigf.tion  Cou- 

niaaion  for  govornnont  sup'.r.isud  school  t^xt  books  -nd  atr.rted  in  tho  ro- 

viaion  of  prLr.ry  school  text  books  on  nomlc.  The  n.in  points  of  revision 

r.t  this  tino  reroi  1.  Thj  .abatr-.ot  ox  ositions  for  tho  3rd  -.nd  tho  4th  gr  dca 

of  tho  ilighor  Primary  School  Courso,  on  tho  thoorctior.l  othioal  duties  such 
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ns  tho  "duties  to  ono's  frjnily",  "to  onosolf",  "to  othor  pooplo"  and  "to  the 
nation  (\nd  sooioty"  iroro  replnood  by  oouoroto  descriptions  of  practical 
norals  of  tho  sano  kind  r.s  those  givon  for  tho  othor  grr.do3  and  2.  Tho 
addition  of  somewhat  dotallod  descriptions  of  tho  essentials  of  vocational 
uornls  In  tho  text  book  for  tho  3rd  grudo  of  tho  higher  primry  oourso. 

Althou; h  ovory  volur.o  undorwont  rovislon  for  tho  sako  of  noro  onphasis  on 
"national  morality"  obedlont  conplir.n  o  vith  tho  spirit  of  tho  Imperial 
Rosoript  on  uduo-.tlon  rms  unchangeably  hold  a a  tho  fundamental  air..  Revisions 
took  plaoo  fron  tine  to  tino  after  this  and  In  tho  Taisho  ora.  f\ill  tino 
conpilora  v/oro  created  In  tho  education  Ministry  to  bo  ongagod  in  tho  v/ork  of 
toxt  book  ooupllation.  Thoir  oompilod  drafts  v.-oro  subnltt  >d  to  the  oors  ont 
and  doolsion  of  tho  Text-book  Investigation  Conr.ission.  Yot  in  tho  traditional 
polioy  of  our  moral  cduoation  no  ohr.ngc  v.a.s  r.ado*  Only  it  nust  bo  notod 
that  noro  r.ttoation  earn  to  bo  oallod  forth  fron  about  tho  6th  or  7th  yor.r 
of  Shorr.  (Tm  1931  or  32)  in  tho  "cultivation  of  national  oonaoiousnoss"  as 
a  oountor  ucasuro  against  tho  problon  of  studont  thinking  oontorlng  around 
larxisn.  But  this  ohiofly  oonoornod  norr.l  oduoation  in  tho  niddlo  and  highor 
schools .

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grados  tho  g on oral  nutllno  of  ethioa  (Roforonoo  Uo.  4)  towards  tho  end  of 

the  teiji  lira  oritioien  r/r.a  raisod  agr.ins  tho  plan  as  being  too  muoIi  givon  to 

intcllootuallsa  rad  abstract  theorizing.  Ao  ordingly  tho  plan  r/r.a  abolished 

rad  practical  ethioa  or.tu  to  bo  tauglit  in  the  higher  grads*  too.  Hut  tho 

aLi  of  tho  nid  lo  aohool  norala  ooura:  at  that  tino  rna  stipulated  to  bo  the 

inoulor.tion  of  cardinal  ethical  ?-inoipl  a  nooording  to  tho  "Imperial 

..oacrigt  on  ixluor.tioa."  The  introduction  of  tho  ido-  of  tho  Xolcoku  J.o  ;  iohi 

(T:w  ’.ay  of  Inporial  Japan)  into  tho  general  ain  ae  voll  ra  into  the  br.aio 

to 

plt.n  of  tho  ..orals  ooura  of  tho  r.iddle  aohool  oduo  tion  dates  baok  only  after 
tho  Xflth  year  of  Show:.  (7a:  1943)  -ad  therefore  ia  of  quite  r.  roooat  rr.ttcr. 

In  surur.ry,  the  prin.ry  ain  of  norr.X  eduovtion  ia  Jr pra  was  fron  tho  20rd 
yor.r  of  ^iji  ( Ta«  18P0)  br.aed  aolely  on  tho  rorliertion  of  tho  oaaoatir.la  of 
cthioa  oxpoundod  in  tho  "inporial  Ro3cript  on  ilduoation".

I  hr  v..  explained  th-.t  the  nor  .1  education  of  tho  ncr  J  .pan  after 
tho  23rd  yocr  of  ^ciji  (Tai  18S0)  hrd  for  its  found  tion  tho  "Laporial  Rescript 
on  education".  It  is  oh.arr.ot erix ed  ia  its  fundncatnl  apirit  b”  r.  oonoroto 
fuaion  of  Oriontal  and  Occidental  rural  id  era,  adapted  to  tho  actual  oireun- 
atr.aoaa  of  th.  Jap  .aea  .  pooplo.  At  th  i  tine  of  tho  1  oijl  Restoration  tho 
Hiporer  oiji  fomulatxl  tho  national  polio’’  ir.  five  articles.  In  Art'olc  I 

of  whloh  there  ia:  "Doliborr tivs  assculi  a  shall  bo  ostabliahod  and  .11 

\ 

ner.auroo  of  government  ah  .11  be  dcoH  ed  b-  pu'lic  opinion",  evidently  snpross  s 

tlio  J:peror»a  idoa  that  Japan  should  adopt  a  constitutional  Cotv.  of  govamiont 

follovlng  tho  r/aya  of  tho  l.ostrrn  countries.  Another  Artiolo  ays:  "Tnoivilit  <* 

customs  of  fomor  tines  shall  be  broken  through  and  everything  shall  bo  braod 
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upon  the  Juat  and  oquitablo  prinoiplos  of  Nature"  'nd  should  bo  interpreted  as 

the  Imperial  wish  that  hia  subjoots  should  broak  d.wm  all  ovil  ouotona  coning 

dorm  from  tho  foudnl  agos  and  should  oonfom  with  tho  great  raj'  whioh  is  oonnon 

to  all  tho  nations  of  tho  world.  This  .aporial  wish  is  clearly  shown  in  tho 

Imporlal  Lotter  issuod  at  tho  sane  tino  with  tho  above  Inpcrial  Covonont.  Via 

furthor  understand  by  "Know-lodgo  shr.ll  bo  sought  for  throughout  tho  world  so 

that  tho  wolfaro  of  the  B-ipiro  my  bo  prompted”,  tho  Ihporor  showed  tho  bnsio 

prlnoiplc  of  oduoation  and  moral  teaching  in  the  new  Japan.  It  ms  according 

to  this  national  polioy  thr.t  tho  school  oduc-tion  in  our  country  sinco  the 

cnaotnont  of  tho  "rHuoationnl  System"  in  tho  6th  yoar  of  Leiji  (Tns  1872)  has 

ohiofly  boon  diroctod  towards  tho  introduction  and  acquisition  of '..ostorn 

oulturo  and  civilisation.  I  have  alroa.dj'  roforrod  to  tho  fact  that  tho 
* 

Education  ministry  in  consideration  of  tho  subsequont  roaotionary  criticisms 
about  tho  negligcnco  of  traditional  ideals  and  good  oustoms  of  tho  oounery 
omo  to  onphasito,  aftor  tho  13th  year  of  uolji  (Tm  1880)  moral  oduoation 
basod  on  tho  virtuos  of  loyalty,  filial  pioty,  boaovolonoo  and  righteousness. 

3ut,  during  tho  sooond  dooado  of  the  1-cijl  ira  (1878-87)  the  Vfostom  idea  of 
liborty  and  oquality,  both  in  tho  political  and  noral  fiold  hold  sway  over 
tho  sooial  tondoncy  ns  well  as  tho  trond  of  thought  of  Japan  of  tho  tine. 

Around  tho  20th  yoar  of  itoiji  (Tni  1887)  tho  struggle  botwoon 
n-tionalisn  and  wostorn  ways  grew  r.outc  nd  tho  pcoplo  in  gcnoral  felt  nt  a 
loss  whioh  way  to  turn,  national  political  opinion  ms  sottlod  >•  tho  pro¬ 
mulgation  of  tho  Imperially  Granted  National  Constitution  in  tho  22nd  yoar  of 

i.oiji  (Tnt  1889)  but  oonfusion  of  thought  still  continuxl  until  tho  "imperial 
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Rescript  on  hduo  .tion  was  £ivon  In  ordor  to  olarify  tha  polioy  our  moral 
oduoation,  and  to  givu  solution  and  yuidanoo  to  this  thought  confusion.  This 
"Imp  .rial  Uv.sori.Tt"  thorcfora,  nay  be  ado.u.tcly  recorded  as  tha  "imperially 
3r  ntod  Constitution"  in  the  world  of  thought.  YOS'.IITJl.A,  K^nsci,  Ittucatio 
Kinistor  at  that  tlno,  on  returning  to  his  official  rosidenoo  aftor  tho 
oorenony  of  rccoiin,  tho  above  mentioned  Inporial  Uoscript,  wrote  dorm  his 
impressions  of  tho  ooc  .sion.  In  this  dooinont  thor-  is  p.  paosajjo  to  tho 
following  effect: 

"The  Govornmont  decides  tha  outr-.rd  fom  '•.’.id  oduo-tion  tho 
inner  mttor ■  A  con  tlotc  harmony  of  out.rr.rd  fom  and  irra.rd  matter  r.lona 
oan  attain  pcrfoction."  This  rovor.la  his  understanding  of  tho  relationship 
botwocr.  tho  Imperial  R  script  and  the  Imperially  Granted  ’tional  Constitution 
and  served  to  support  our  viorr  that  tho  "Ir.pori  .l  Rescript  on  Cduc  tion"  is 
lil:o  tho  Imperially  Grant  d  national  Constitution,  a  oonorcto  or.bodinont  of 
moral  purpose  of  tho  world's  just  and  equitable  way  adapted  to  tho  opooial 
ohr.ractor  of  tho  national  polity  of  Japan. 

The  moral  toaohin-  shown  in  tho  Inporial  Uosoript  on  Bduc  tion 

is  "tho  souroo  of  our  oduo  tion"  basod  upon  "tho  £lory  ox’  the  fundamental 

char.'.otor  of  our  Ehplro".  It  lays  its  foundation  o.i  tho  Confuoian  family 

systc.  whioh  has  lonj  boon  followod  in  our  country'  but  widoly  tahos  in 

Viostorn  othloal  idoas  for  dofininy  ono's  nor  .1  attitude  towards  othjr  people, 

towards  onosolf,  and  to-nrds  tho  oouatry  and  sooioty  at  lar^e.  It  n.ntlons 

filial  pioty,  brothorly  lovo  and  harmony  as  the  fundamentals  of  thios,  family 

ethics  and  faith  nd  bonovolonco  as  altrui3tio  virtues.  Ac  nor  1  duties  to 
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onosolf  it  urges  the  dovolopnont  of  ono's  intellectual  facultios  and  por- 
footion  of  ono's  moral  ,»ov/ors  whioh  arc  to  bo  roalisGd  through  diligont  cul¬ 
tivation  of  learning  and  of  the  arts.  It  .Iso  tonohcs  that  »rc  should  boar 
ours ol vos  in  nodoaty  r.nd  moderation.  :ioral  obligations  towards  the  country 
and  connunity.it  instructs, consist  in  devotion  to  public  good  and  cordon 

interests,  rospootful  observance  of  tho  Constitution  and  the  laws  and  tho 
at 

resolution  to  offer  a  tino  of  cncrgonoy  on-solf  courageously  to  tho  Stato. 

Tho  noscript  aonoludos  that  all  thoso  oonstituta  tho  duty  of  ovory  Japanese 
who  oan  by  observin';  it  contribute  tc  tho  -vor las ting  prospority  of  our 
Inporial  Throne  and  our  Japanese  Snpire.  All  theso  above  nontionod  virtues 
r.groo,  in  gonoral  spirit,  with  tho  main  principlos  naintainod  in  tho  moral 
courses  given  in  franco,  and  also  with  the-  theory  of  Duty  hold  in  most  booH 
on  western  othios. 

Thus,  the  ossontlul  ohrractor  of  Japan os o  noral  education,  which 
is  based  upo.i  tho  Inporial  Uoscript  on  educ  .tion,  is  poaooful  r.nd  cultural, 
and  is  neither  nilitaristio  nor  r.gyrossivc.  Tho  Hesoript’s  roforonoe  to 
oourago  and  self  offorin  as  virtues  In  cnoryonoias  soons  to  havo  eor.it.  from 
tho  fact  that  tho  rights  and  duties  of  national  dofonso,  which  had  boon 
tho  exolusive  privilogc  of  tho  military  class  in  tho  feudal  ages,  oano  to  bo 
shared  with  the  legislation  of  the  Conscription  La»'  in  the  5th  yoc.r  of 
^oijl  (Tnj  1Q72)  uniformly  by  tho  pcoplo  at  largo.  In  consideration  of  th; 
faot  that  thorn  aro  to  .chinga  in  "patriotism"  in  the  voatorn  countries,  this 
single  passage  in  tho  rescript  should  not  b,  taken  as  indioativo  of  mili¬ 
tarism  and  aggressiveness  maintained  as  a  polioy,  Tho  misunderstanding  about 
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the  Military  and  aggressive  ohnmotor  of  our  cduoatlon  and  national  torohing 

nuat  date  only  aftor  military  training  wae  aeaignod  in  the  ourrioula  of  tho 

govormaont  aohoola ,  and  only  oapooially  after  military  non  in  aotivo  aorvioo 

woro  aont  to  thoao  aohoola  to  take  ohargo  of  tho  studont  training  and  dia- 

oi^lino.  It  la  ttuo  that  aftor  tho  14th  yoar  of  Thlsho  (1926)  thoao  assigned 

offioora  ;avo  military  training  in  pu  lio  aohoola.  But  tho  law  stipulates 

that  tho  aaaignod  offioora  should  trail  tho  atudonta  under  tho  directions  of 

tho  aohool  principals.  In  tho  following  yaar,  16th  of  Taiaho  (Tni  1926)  tho 

Youth  Training  Sohool  raa  lnatitutod  to  givo  militaiy  training  to  young 

workora  in  gonoral.  In  tho  10th  year  of  Shown  (1936)  it  was  oonbinod  with 

the  Toohnioal  Continuation  Sohool  and  oano  to  be  oallod  the  Youth  School 

(Tni  Soiaon  Gnkko)  (Tni  Jitaugyo  Hoahu  Or.kko) .  In  tho  13th  yoar  of  Showr. 

(1938)  that  ia,  tho  yor.r  after  outbreak  of  tho  China  Inoidont  in  tho  12th 

yoar  of  Show?.  (Tni  1937)  tho  Youth  Sohool  oourac  wr.a  undo  compulsory  for  all 

young  non  ns  a  aoana  of  giving  then  military  training.  This  measure  however 

wr.a  limitod  only  to  the  Youth  Sohool,  no  ohango  being  mado  in  tho  oduoational 

and  moral  training  polioy  of  other  aohoola.  Only,  aftor  legislation  in  tho 

16th  yor.r  of  Shown  (Tni  1941)  of  tho  rational  School  Ordin-.nco  wr.a  it  deoided 

that  the  aim  of  aohool  oduotion  should  comply  with  the  ^’ny  of  Inporial  Japan 

(Tni  r.okoku  l!o  !lohi)n.  It  ia  ry  firm  belief  that,  tho  faot  that  militarism 

and  rggroaaivonoaa  wr.a  not  inoludod  in  tho  nor\l  oduo'tion  in  our  genoral 

aohoola  la  quito  olenr  by  looking  at  th-  lavra.  Tho  quiok  aproad  of  dorooratio 

ido.'.e  and  poaoeful  spirit  in  all  parts  of  Japan  sinoc  th^  torniaation  of  tho 

war  hr. a  boon  a  good  proof  for  the  faot  of  abaeno  of  such  militant  tondonoloa 
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in  tho  traditional  .iornl  education  in  our  country. 

On*,  of  tho  apodal  ohr.rr.otoriatioa  of  J-pancao  aorr.l  education 
is  its  nontr.l  r.ttitudo  toward  religion.  I  lic.vo  r.,ntioncd  above  th.t,  r.t  th. 
tine  of  tho  J.oiji  Koator.ation,  tho  HKr.nn.agr.ra  To  i'ichi  (Tm  tho  rrr.y  in  oon- 
for.iity  vith  the  will  of  tho  goda)"  was  enoouraged  by  tho  Dopr.rtuont  of  Divi\ 

'lorship  (Tn»  Jingi  Sho) .  but  aohool  education  sine  tho  introduction  of  tho 
"Sduoationr.1  System"  in  tho  5th  yor.r  of  !oiji  (Tn«  1372)  conducted  aorr.l 
and  othioal  to.aohinga  with  no  apooinl  religious  or  aootarian  proforor.oca . 

Thia  ia  tho  ronson  for  our  aohool  education  having  often  boon  oritioiaod  r.a 
being  r.nti-roligious.  Tho  runondad  educational  ordinances  iseuod  in  tho  fourth 
docado  of  the  lioiji  Err.  (Tn:  1847-1906)  prohibitod  r.ll  religioaa  ritos  r.nd 
ooroaonios  in  tho  pubK-  sohools.  Koligious  frovdon  ia  oloarly  r.okncwlodgcd 
in  tho  Inporially  Or-  ntod  rational  Conatltution.  It  ia  thcroforo  aolf  ovidont 
thr.t  our  aorr.l  oduoation  whioh  urgoa  respect  for  tho  Conatltution  rnd  law  ca 
not  bo  of  rn  anti-religious  ohr.ractor.  Fro  >do:.i  of  fr.ith  ia  a  nr.ttor  of  in¬ 
dividual  oonoorn.  The  public  8ohoola  give  inatruotlona  only  in  the  ronorr.l 
r.nd  ooanon  duties  of  the  Japancso  people.  Tho  likea  of  oompolling  students 
end  aohool  children  to  worship  before  Shinto  s'lrinoa  wr.s  no  more  than  r. 
temporary  phonononon  accompanying  tho  anorgonoy  poriod  subaoquont  to  tho 
SV-.nchurian  r.nd  Chin'.  Incidents.  Horvvor,  th  re  .are  religious  r.a  well  na  othic- 
8 idoa  in  tho  worship  of  gods  and  spirits  of  ancestors,  also  that  tho  cnoourr.go- 
nont  from  tho  otliic  .1  point  of  vie»/  of  auoh  worship  ia  not  totally  absent  in 
our  morals  text  books  oithcr.  But  tho  faot  that  tho  aorr.l  duor.tlon  in  our 

country  highly  r  spccts  the  fre  dom  of  roligion,  and  stands  neutral  toward 
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nil  religions  onn  be  oloarly  soon  In  tho  fair  tror.tnont  of  students  In  tho 
publlo  sohools  rog:-.rdlcss  of  tholr  religious  dononlrcitlono.
